Announces to Senate That He 


Wants Ratification of 


Two Treaties, 


Washington, March 5.—The senate 


. of the United States convened in ex- 
traordinary session today pursuant 
to the proclamation of the president. 
The most notable incident of the- day 


: was the swearing in of Reed Smont. 


the newly elected senator from Utah, 
against whom there had b«ten strong 
protest made on the ground that h-: 
is a polygaxnist. 


'No objection was made to Mr. 


Sinoot taking his seat. 
Mr. Hoar, 


frpeaking for Mr. Burrows, made a 
statement that'it was thought -wit: 
policy not to raise objection to the 
swearing in of a member who had 
the proper credentials from his state. 
Mr. Smoot's name was not mentioned 
but he plainly was meant. 


PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


The president sent the following 


message to the senate:

"To the Senate: I have called the 


•enate in extraordinary 
session to 


consider the 
treaties 
concerning 


which it-proved impossible to take 
action during the session of congress 
just ended. I ask your special at- 
tention to thie treaty with the repub- 
lic of Colombia securing to the' Uni- 
ted States the right to build; an 
isthmian canal, and to the ' treaty 
with.the republic of Cuba for secur- 
ing a measure of commercial reci- 
procity between the two countries. 


'"The .great and far-reaching im- 


portance of these two treaties to the 
welfare of the United States and the 
urgent-need for-their 
adoption re- 


quires me to.impose .upon >you the 
inconvenience of meeting at this

ing the matter of payment for coal 
mined, and all of those present ex- 
pressed their views. in response to 
question propounded by members of 
the commission.

course, was among those who talked 
at considerable length. Assisted by 
his district lieutenants he expound- 
ed in detail the position which the 
mine . workers union has taken- in 
urging the payment on the tasis of 
the weight of coal before being taken 
from the miners; and the representa- 
tives of the corporate interests sim- 
ilarly answered interrogatories de- 
signed by the commission to make 
clear certain-points involved in .the 
case about which some of the mem- 
bers-have been in doubt 


ISSUE A STATEMENT. 


The following statement regard- 


ing the meeting was given out by 
the commission late this afternoon: 


"The. anthracite coal^strike com- 


mission met today for the purpose of 
a consultation with the counsel and 
representatives of the miners 
and 


the coal dealers to enable the com- 
mission to avoid.any misunderstand- 
ing as to matters under its consider- 
ation, but not to submit to the parties 
any conclusions reached by the com- 
mission or any form of award. One 
of the difficult subjects with which 
the commission has had to 'deal is 
that of paying for coal by weight 
rather than by car. Various methods 
have been suggested as a substitute, 
some of which were not touched upon 
at length in the voluminous testi- 
mony before the 
commission. 
It 


was necessary, therefore, 
for the 


commission to meet counsel on both 
sides and have a free and frank talk 
with 
them. 
Such a consultation 


could not have taken place had it 
been open to the public. No addi- 
tional testimony was asked for nor 
offered.

Two important appointments in the

upon by President Roosevelt and At- 
torney General Knox today. Wil- 
liam A. Day, of the District of Col- 
umbia, is made assistant attorney 
to the attorney general, at a salary of 
87,000 a year, and Milton D. Purdy, 
of Minnesota, is appointed assistant 
attorney general. Mr. Day has been 
for a long time the attorney for the 
inter-state' commerce commission and 
Mr. Purdy is a prominent lawyer of 
St. Paul. He formerly was assistant 
United States district 
attorney of 


Minnesota. These places were created 
by recent act of congress. These ap- 
pointments were ' sent to the senate 
today. 
'Among other appointments was 
that of William M. Byrne to be 
United States attorney for the dis- 
trict of Delaware.

THE FUN BEGINS. 


The bill came up today on third 


reading and passage. 
Representa- 


tive Sayre opposed the bill on the 
ground.that it was a.bad thing for 
the state. Stutesman, among others, 
spoke for the measure. When Sayre 
arose to close the debate he said the 
attitude of Statesman on the bill was 
peculiar.
